BRITISH RE-ARMAMENT 
London, Ieb, 3. 

Britain’s achlevemént in the 
sphere of re-irmament was stressed 
by Viscount Halifax, when speaking 
at Hull to-day,

or three years intensive drive, this 
country is a long way on the road to 
resuming its ancient strength, and ff

“We should suffer, of course, for

LIBERTY v.. PHILOSOPHIES 


Viscount Halifax proceeded to

The farmers throughout the country 
pray to the, God of Spring for bless- 
thes in the’ new year, prepare xecds 
for spring sowing, drive their water 
buffalos in-the south or horses in the 
north to turning up the soll for the 
the secds, and fend their youngest 
sons to school on that day. 

The most significant cercmony on 
Li Ch'un in the villages is ‘beating 
the Spring,” the symbol of scttin# 
everyone again nt work in the flelds. 
On that day a bl¢ water buffalo made 
of bamboo and paper is cnrricd to 
the front pate of the local mogistracy 
by the: ti-pao, native guards, on o 
leaf of the omnin door of the 
maurpistrate’s residence. The water 
buffalo !s “driven” by the Ged of 
Dillxence who is posed by a boy. 

When the buffalo arrives at the 
front gute of the magistracy with the 
God of Dillgence the magistrate steps 
out and b the buffalo with a stick 
and that is the time when all able- 
bodicd men of ghe villages begin to 
work in the flelds again, 

‘The colours of the water buffalo and 
the dressing of the God of Diligence 
nre different every year and are be- 
Yeved by the farmers to indiente the 
weather and fortune of the year, 

For to-morrow the head of the 
water buffalo is yellow and the Gad 
of Diligence Is bare-footed, which 
mean pence for the coming new year 
and plenty of rainfalls in the seasons. 

Lt Ch’un ts either on February 4 
or 5, but by the lunar. calendar it Is 
very indefinite. Usually it falls at 
the beinning of the lunar year, while 
sometimes it occurs at the end of the 
old year as in the case of this Li 
Ch’un 

In urban China Li Ch’un, however, 
has become n day of festival when 
most ptuple worship the God of 
Spring for blessings, and fire crackers 
to celebrate the day which. more 
devotedly welcomed In the rural 


1.14 am. on Sunday, fire- 
crackers will be fired by the Chinese 
in Hongkong who still remember the 
God of Spring who has been 
worshipped for thousands of years. 


$300,779 Owing 
To Colony 


No less than $300,779.88 was out- 
standing to the Government loans 
repayable to the Colony at the end of 
December last. revenls the Govern- 
ment “Gazette” to-day, the statement 
giving Interesting figures of loans 
made by the Go vernment to various 
oMcials and institutions. 

Of the $175,000 loan made to the 
Diocesan Boys’ School in 1927, at 
three per cent. a total of $37,862.05 
has beea repaid, of which $11,862.05 
is held asa sinking fund. The School 
thus sull owes the Government $197,- 
137.05. 

Other loans, all at four per cent.

Public Debt 


$13,000,000 Advanced 
From Revenue 


Hongkong's public Debt was re- 
duced to $16,000,000 by December 31, 
necording: to figures published in 
“Government Gazette” this morning. 


This total, however, does not in- 
clude advances from the Golony's 
Assets over Liabilities, pending re- 
imbursements from loans yet to be 
placed on the market. 


Thece advances include $10,926,000 
advances from the Colony's Assets, 
pending the floating of the balance of 
$11,000,000 of the 3% per cent, 
Dollar Loan of $25,000,000. 


In addition to the advances against 
the 344 per cent. Dollar Loan, 


‘Government has advanced to Loan 


Works the total of $1,077,333, 
pending issue of a new loan not yet 
authorised by Legislative Council. 


The published statement shows 
that the outstanding amount of the 
Hongkong 4% per cent. Conversion 
Loan at the end of December stood at 
$4,838,000, while the amount out- 
standing against the Hongkong 3% 
per cent Dollar Loan was $11,760,000. 


The statement also shows that the 
Colony's Sinking Fund stocks uccord- 
ing to current market valucs stand 
below both the cost price and 
nominal value. The market price 
total is placed at. £64,216-13-2, us 
compared with the cost price total of 
£66,937-7-4, and the nominal value. 
total of £66,640-2-10,

To such, FE would suggest that they 
considered for a moment the fact 
that more than one baby. out of 
every three born in 1938 died before 
attaining the age of twelve months

twenty in Great Britain for the same 
year); the fact that nearly 5,000 
deaths from tuberculosis were rejtis- 
tered in Hongkong in 1938; that res- 
piratory diseases ns a whole occupied 
first place amongst killing diseases: 
und that 2,673 deaths from frank beri 
berl were recorded—to name one 
obvious deficiency disease attribut- 
able to malnutrition, the unfortun- 
ate effects of which are to be seen 
dally In the wards of the hospitals. 

All of us who have had_ occasion 
to come in contact with destitutes, 
whether In the streets or, Iater, in 
the Government Camps, must have 
been Impressed with the prevnlence 
of rough skins, sore cyes, pale, 
anaemic lips and the like indicative 
of a grenter or lesser degree of mal- 
nutrition, Our school health service 
here has established, in addition, the 
frequency with which dental disease 
occurs in the young. 

Tt might be useful at this juncture 
‘to ask ourselves what is the main 
purpose of this Committee, Its 
dutles: are clearly indicated in the 
terms of reference. . 

- Our task is tocnscertain the actual 
facts concerning nutrition—and, 
hence, of matnutritlon—as for ns 
lies in our power, and to contrive 
ways in which such knowledge can 
best serve to bring nbout a more 
satisfactory state of affairs. ‘The 
“manner in which this {s to be done 
ts dependent upon the advice and 
Ruldance you give as members of 
this Committee. é 

In some ways we start our work 

at an exceptionally fortunate time. . 


More Problems 

True, owing to the refugee pro- 
blem, there is more overcrowding, 
more destitution and a lower stand- 
ard of wages than in normal times.

Mr, C. Y, Kwan was present for 
complainant, Fung King-nong, a sea-~ 
min residing In the front cockloft of 
No, 368 Lockhart Road, ground floor, 
while Mr, ML A. da Silva represented 
both defendants, 

The ‘first defendant, Fung Kwok 
Lal-chun, who Is the Ait-fat wife of 
complainant, {9 summoned on a 
charge of adultery with Leung So 
at the above address on July 14 nnd 
15 last year, Leung was similarly 
summoned, 

After, Mr, Silva had finished cross- 
examining the third daughter, the 
next witness called was Fung Sau- 
har, 

This witness’ sald she was the 
eldest daughter of the complainant, 
and was living with her mother in 
Lockhart Rond in July last year 
when the alleged Incident took place. 

She had seen her mother ‘and 
Leung sleeping topether ino single 
bed in, the cockloft. Her mother 
had stayed awny from the house all 
night on some ocensions, and on cach 
occasion would tell her that she was 
folng to Leung's place. 

She had slept on the big bed with 
her mother and younger brother on 
foing to bed that ‘night, while her 
second and third sisters had slept on 
the floor, 

Mr. Silva then questioned witness 
as to where she had slept on, the 
night of the Incident, as evidence had 
been given by the third daughter 
who hod sald she hod slept with her 
mother In the big bed thnt night. 

Other questions as to the date of 
the occurrence, and the bed In which 
the alleged Incidents took place, 
were also put to witness, some of the 
replles belng contradictory, witness 
was reminded by Mr. Silva that she 
was giving evidence on oath. 

Simitar evidence was given by 
‘Fung Sau-king, the second daughter, 
before the case was adjourned until 
February 13 at 2.30 p.m.

BOMBS IN LONDON 


Underground Railways 
Station Explosions 


London, Feb, 3, 

Bomb explosions occurred Jn two 
of the busiest London underground 
railway stations, Leicester *Squnre 
and Tottenham Court Read tals 
morning whereby etght persons were 
injured, three of them seriously. 

Fortunately the explosions took 
place just before the rush hours be- 
gan, a fact which explains the rela- 
tively smail number. of victims. 

In Leicester Square station no 
bomb with a time fuse attached ex- 
Ploded {n o handbag which had: been 
deposited in the cloak room, causing 
uxtensive damuge. 

Part of the masonry was torn from 
the. walls and flung on to the steps 
lending to the entrance door of the 
stalion. The force of the explosion 
was such that windows of shops fac- 
ing the station were smashed. 

A milkman who was delivering 
milk for station staff was thrown 
from the steps into the strect and 
sustained serious injurics. 

" One of the members of the staff 
was buried under a pile of masonry 
und gravely injured, 

At Tottenham Court Rond station 
a bomb also exploded tn the cloak 


room ‘and :the station has been tem-]' 


porarily closed for traffic. | 
Leicester Square station, which Is 
in important junction of several lines 
hus only been partly closed. 
Scotland Yard immediately com- 
trenced investigations and the cloak- 
rooms af nll underground stations 
have been. clased, while baggage de- 
posited in them 1s being carefully 
examined.—Trans-Occan, 


ART EXHIBITION 
Chinese, Paintings And - 
Calligraphy 


An excellent exhibition of Chinese 
paintings and calltgraphy. was open- 
ed in St. John's Cathedral Hall yes- 
terday moraing, under the auspices 
of the Hongkong Working Artists’ 
Guild, The paintings are the work 
of Mr. Cheuny Shiu-shek, and the 
cnlligraphy is by Mr, Tse Hi, both ‘of 
whom are well known In Canton. 


The pnintings are on purely Chi- 
nese subjects, and range from flower 
studies to figures. In scroll form, 
they Introduce a new form of canvas, * 
and provide a contrast to the usual 
forms so frequently displayed. The 
calligraphy is apparently the work of 
a slilful artist, and Is very neatly 

one, ’ 


“Mr, Luis Chan, commenting on the 
exhibition, writes: 


Mr. Cheung Shiueshek jis an artist 
of the traditional school, und has 
larely adopted any method of sietch- 
Ing from nuture Hke some of the 
modern Chinese artists ‘have, but , 
rather relies on his imagination and 
on reference to the works of other 
‘masters to crente new form and 
vision, ; 

Of the figure subjects, perhaps the 
most lively ia No, 24, “Washing Ink- 
stone,” in which the zigzag nes of 
the composition lead to and fro down 
fo the crouching maid washing the 
inkstone. No, 22, “Autumn,” also Is 
very attractive and most satisfying, 
in that the red note of the dresa of 
the Indy sings out, The colour 
scheme fs simple and quict, yet the 
whole picture js produced to the best 
advantage by the skilful distribution 
of tond values and arrangement of 
Ynes. In No, 2, “Ghost Struggling 
for” Food,” the whole scene {s 
fantastic and the artist's Imagination 
{is at full play, The story told in 
this picture, of course, Is sarcastle, 
but the emphasis has been brought 
home most vividly. . 

Amongst the flower pieces the 
most perfect are Nos. 5 und 9, both 
depicting Mowtan Peonles and both 
being immense in size and grand in 
composition, No, 44, “Epidendrum,” 
is executed very decisively tn form, 
while in No, 43, “Chu Kam Flower,” 
the cluster of follnie is successfully 
rendered by a few spots of dark 
walue which save the plieture from 
confusion, 

Mr. Tse Hi fs a most skilful cal- 
Nyraphist, ns is evidenced by the 
all-round excellence of his style of 
penmanship, particularly of the Han 
Dynasty. The few “Plum Blossoms” 
in the show rather serve to digress a 
little from the calligraphy pleces. 
Tndeed, to the Chineso both painting 
ond calligraphy are ,classified under 
the same heading, and this has been * - 
so ever rince Chinese Art was created 
during the Primitive Age. 

The exhibition is well worth a 
visit by those who are interested in 
art. It will remain open trom 10 
am, to 7 p.m. to-day, and from 1 
p.m. to 7 p.m. to-morrow. : ;

HE Rt. Rev. Dom Anscar Vonicr, 

Lord Abbot of Buckfast Abbey 
(Devon) since 1906, died recently 
at the Abbey. He was 63. 

Dom Vonier had suffered from a 
bad cold for severul days, but he 
appeared to be Jn fairly good health 
at. 6.30 a.m. the day he died. 

An hour Inter he was found dead 
in bed, having apparently had a heart 
attack In his sleep. ’ 

Dom Anscar Vonier was n German. 
He'‘was born at Wurtemberg in 1875 
und professed at Buckfast {n 1893, 
being ordained six years later. 

He was a brilliant scholar, 

He was travelling in 1906 with 
Dom Boniface Natter, the then Abbot, 
in the Italian emigrant ship Sirio 
when the vessel struck the rocks off 
Cape Palos, on the Spanish const, 

More than 300 of those on board 
were drowned including Abbot 
Natter. 

Dom Vonier wus among a 
rescued by two fishing bouts. 

Returning to Buckfast Abbey, he 
wae elected Abbot on September 14, 
1906, 

Within two months he announced 
his intentlon of rebuilding the abbey 
church as a memorial to his prede- 
ccssor, 

This he accomplished after 16 
years, the work being: curried out 
entirely by the monks.

A Bowl of Rice 


pus EDITORIAL, written last 
night, has had to be hurriedly 
re-dvafted this morning, In the 
original version we expressed the 
hope that following yesterday’s 
meeting of the new and enlarged 
Committee on Nutrition, a report of 
the proceedings would be made 
public through the Colony’s news- 
papers. This, we see, has been 
done. ; 

There are indications thut, the 
work of this Committee i& likely’ to 
be of a prolonged nature, Happily, 
the Committee has realised the 
necessity of public co-operation by 
means of publicity in European 
newspapers which, we might add. 
are widely translated by Chinese 
journals, . i 

Meanwhile, we do not have to be 
particularly observant to notice that 
the Colony’s equivalent of the Poor 
Law aystem in” England—what is 
known as the Rice Bowl-—is rapidly 
breaking down under tho strain im- 
posed on generosity by the thou- 
sands of added mouths that must be 
fed as o result of the influx of re- 
fugees, _ 

This Rice Bow! system, we may 
add, ensures that no person shall 
starve, for he or she need but pre- 
sent an empty bow! to more ‘fortun- 
ate Chinese to have it filled, 

In not so distant daya, when there 
were less wanting mouths to fill, 
few bescechers were turned away 
until some nourishment, however 
meagre, was ndded to the vitamin- 
lesa polished rice. To-day, genero- 
sity of that fashion often becomes 
impossible, and thousands of des- 
titutes must be content with “hand- 
outs” of rice, and of rice alone. 

Tlerein Hes the reason why hospi- 
tals in Hongkong are choked to-day 
with . beri-beri cases, why infant 
mortality figures, revealed by Dr. 
Pps. Selwyn-Clarke last night, show 
a disturbing Increase. 

Polished rice means death, unless 
nourishment, in the form of Roup, 
gravy or some other food containing 
the requisite vitamins, is added. 

We ‘ belfeve that the Nutrition 
Committee should discuss this ur- 
gent factor, and let the public know 
that it is being discussed. ‘ 

It appears to us that the urgent 
problem in Hongkong js not time- 
wasting discussions on the scientific 
aspects of nutrition, or of the num- 
ber of enlories required to sustain 
human lives at various ages and in 
various climates or countrics, What 
we want to know fs what practical 
measures can be taken to remedy 
malnutrition in this Colony—-to 
remedy a condition which, we have 
been informed by a medical friend, 
jy responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for seventy-five per cent, of our 
deaths. We would like to know 
what diseases can be attributed to 
ful-nutrition, and we would like to 
know something more dofinite about 
Ita prevalence in the Colony. 
"Above all, we would like te know 
whether. the Committce will take 
coynisanee of the: fact that tho 
Bowl of Rice system has broken 
down to tho oxtent that the provi- 
ston of soup kitchens—a bowl of 
Hfe-snving soup can ‘bo provided for 
less than ono centi--seems a neces:

SIR HENRY POTTINGER 


Not reckoning — Captain Charles 
Eliot, who was in’ charge for only a 
few months, the first. of Hongkongt's 
Guvernors was r Henry Pottinger, 

enterprise and foresight — the 
xreatness of the modern Colony owes 
much; for in less than three years he 
had achieved the miracle of trans. 
sforming a batren rock — into the 
nucleus of a flourishing community, 
What was more, he turned his ate 
fention to every phase of the tnfant 
Colony's prablems, - and was Mke 
Moses, a remarkable combination of 
promoter, builder, Jaw-piver, anc nds 
ministrator, 

Sir Henry's departure from Honyg- 
kong in June, 1844, was probably 
owing to the fact that while the 
Home Government recognised that he 
was a military genius, it discounted 
his abilities as a Governor, and felt 
that the man for that post should be 
a Chinese scholar so that he might 
reconcile the Chinese — inhabitants 
to the novelties of forcign rule,

Company's hong had 
rendered him totally unsympathatic 
to the wishes of the ordinary traders,

the settlers of early Hongkong, His 
administration was therefore a ‘series 
Of faux pas which resulted in alarm- 
ing not only the European residents 
but also the Chinese whom he was 
supposed to concillate. One example 
of Sir John's ignorance or disregard 
of his subjects is ilustrated In the 
Ordinance passed on August 21, 1844, 
designed to control the influx into 
the Colony of undesirable aliens, 
adventurers, etc. However taudable 
the Intention of. the leg’slation, it was 
from the first regarded with the ut- 
most dismay und even consternation 
on the part of the settlers, who rose 
up In wrathful indignation “feeling 
that their personal self-respect, their 
national honour, and their individual 
Nberty- were being trampled: under~ 
foot even more ruthlessly than in the 
days of the coshong bondage in Cane 
ton." The European residents assem- 
bled and in the first pubile meeting 
ever held in Hongkong prepared a 
petition to the Governor on October 
28, 1844. Meanwhile, the Chinese 
populace took alarm and in protest 
called a general strike two days 
later, as paralysing and effective in 
its way as that of 1922, which re- 
sidents still remember with any- 
thing but happy feclings. This 
disastrous stnte of affairs was -recti- 
fled by the Governor backing down, 
and the unfortunate Ordinance was 
so modified and emasculated that It 
no longer. offended the sensibilities of 
the Incal community. The martinet 
ideas of Sir John Davis, however, 
continued to offend the settlers, and 
the gencral consensus of opinion aot 
the tlme was “what might have been 
a happy and Nourishing Colony was 
a Hell on earth.” 


SIR JOHN BONHAM 


Sir John Davis was succeeded in 
March’ 1848 by Sir George Bonham, 
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and to him fell the unenvinble task of 
righting all the mistakes of iis pre- 
decessor, and the restorntion of 
harmonious relationship between the 
residents of the Colony and the 
colonial administration. This proved 
lo be a herculean task, but Sir George 
proved to be so diplomatic that he 
became as well) Hked as his pre- 
decessor wag hated, 


Slr George Bonham especially dis 
tinguished himself by his penuine 
Interest in the prisoners convicted by 
the local Courts. He personally re~ 
viewed the sentences of each, and if 
he thought there was any Indication 
of blas or injustice whatsoever, he 
forthwith exercised his prerogative to 
alter the judicial verdict, 


SIR JOHN BOWRING | 


This humanitarian administrator 
was followed in April 1854 by per- 
haps the most learned man who has 
ever been on these shores—Sir Jolin 
Bowring, Few men have been more 
truly versatile than this Hongkong: 
Governor; for he was not only “an 
economist of reputation, a poet of 
merit (some of his hymns: being stfll 
incorporated in Church hymnaries), 
a profound scholar, a literary tentus, 
but also ao linguist of remarkable 
talent—speaking, it is said, no Irss 
than twenty He: Such a 
personality, however, wns too much 
of a savant to be popular with the 
hard-boiled community of that day, 
consisting of merehants, sailors, nd- 
venturers, beachcombers, and ne'er. 


do-wells. Consequently, we find that 
his administration was in its way 
even more unpopular than that of 
Sir John Davis, and his efforts to

conciliate the Chinese inhabitants 
were about as widely misunderstood 
by the foreign community, The 
atlitude of the settlers was perhaps 
natural; for Sir Joha Bowring, al- 
(hough he was an undoubted scholar, 
was a “wash-out” as an administrator, 
and permitted the most scandalous 
state of corruption, graft and infamy 
to exist in oMiclal circles, so that the 
Colony became a synonym for mal- 
administration the world over, How-

In fact, these men so 
besmirched the name of Hongkong 
that the regime of Slr John Bowrinyt 
became infamous in British colontal

SIR HERCULES ROBINSON 


The next Governor wus Sir 
Hercules Robinson, who wus express- 
ly acnt out from Home to correct the 
evils accrulng from the regime of his 
predecessor. Although he wis per= 
haps not exactly flattered by his 
nominatlen as the successor to Sir 
John Bowring, he was not a man to 
be appalled at the magnitude of hin 
task; he began by setting up a 
monumental Civil Service Abuses 
Enquiry that knocked the wind out 
of the galls of the coterle of grafters 


who were prostituting their offices for i 


the sake of lining thelr pockets, The 
residents were delighted rt the 
courageous attitude of such a Jeader, 
and the yenrs of his administration 
saw the Colony advance by leaps and 
bounds, The community felt. the 
deepest regret when he left for Home 
on March 15, 1865; for it realised 
that with his departure, Uangkong 
hud Jost not only an efficient ruler, 
but also n well loved friend,

Sir John Pope Hennessy, as cruel and 
even heartless, they were effective in 
remedying a condition. which was 
then appalling, Hongkong nad, since 
the regime of Sir Hercules Robinson, 
become more than ever — the 
rendezvous of the criminal classes of 
Chinese from the mainiand. A crime 
wave cof enormous proportions had 
set in, and it) required a ~man of 
Governor MacDonnell’s enérgy and 
uncompromising spirit to cope with it. 
After he had successfully curbed -the 
erlme wave, he turned ‘his attention 
to the suppression © of licensed 
Rimbling, and the reorganisation of 


the police force. The: former, how- 
ever, did not prove to be ag satisface 
tory as he had hoped; for as svon as 
the Heensed system was abolished, 
gambling, at onee broke out in’ the 
form nf illicit #roups, which from the 
way they were spread over the 


Colony were exceedingly diMcult to 
detect, and even more sa, to control, 
The reorganisation of the police was 
more successful, and resulted in 
bringing the force into Line with 
similar bodies at Home, with the con- 
sequent raising of probity and morale 
on the part of its members. The 
arduous nature of bis Inbours in the 
Colony, however, proved 4 serious 
ttrain on the Governor's constitution, 
and ae left’ Hongkong in impaired

SIR ARTHUR KENNEDY | 

Hits sucees sor Sir Arthur 
Edward Kennedy, arrived in 
the Colony on 16, 1872,

Whereas, Sir 
Richard Graves MacDonnell had be- 
Meved in severe penalties to reduce 
crime, Governor Hennessy decided 
that the provisions on the Statute 
Books were much too harsh, and 
were therefore in need of. consider- 
able revision., He was firm in his 
conviction that the remedy of crime 
was best accomplished by en- 
deavouring to work for the ‘res 
habitation of the criminal, rather 
than by Imposing severe punish- 
ments, The ‘publle did not take 
Kindly to the Governor's radical 
ideas, but regardless of oppasition, 
Sir John gained most of his points, 
and his views on the treatment of 
Prisoners have been largely accepted 
and fheorporated in subsequent iegls- 
lation, 


“SIR GEORGE BOWEN 


The next Governor, Sir George 
Ferguson Bowen was al.o Ivish, and 
he continued In office until 1887, 
His carecr in the Colony was especl- 
ally noted for the intense struggle 
waged by the now potent reforming 
clement of the community against 
the formidable forces of organised 
vice. The Governor's personal ut- 
tude towards prostitution is not

A case in which 27 people were 
charged before Mr. E. Himsworth at 
the Kowloon Magistracy on January 
27 with having failed to comply with 
a notice served on them by the Urban 
Council, requiring them to ccase 
keeping swine without Heences, was 
further adjourned when it came up 
before the Magistrate yesterday, 


The adjournment was made on the 
application of Mr, W. A. Mackinlay, 
of Deucons, who is defending the 
people concerned. Mr, J, B,: Prentis, 
Assistant Crown Counsel, appeared 
for the prosecution, 


Mr. Muckinlay informed — the 
Magistrate that he had not yet re- 
ceived Instructions from his clients 
with regard to a petition which he 
was going to present to His Excel- 
lency the Governor. It would tuke 
some time for him to prepare the 
petition, If the petition were sent, 
Mr. Mackinlay said. that he would 
have to walt for a reply before he 
could go on with the case, A 


He asked for an adjournment sinc 
die, saying that it, seemed absurd 
to #0 on with a case that was to be 
reviewed by the Governor, If the 
petition were to be, rejected, then 
the case could be got on with, and 
the question would arise as to whe- 
ther or not his clients had offended, 


Mr. Prentis said that he was pre-

Both in Grent Britain and also in America the proposal to play 
next year’s Ryder Cup match between teams of professionals re- 
presenting the two countries, in February instead of July, has met 
with a good deal of approval cspecially by the players themselves. 


The match is due to be played in 
the United States and, following 
precedent, the British team will 
fenve after the Open championship 
at St. Andrews In the second week 
in July, .
